Stump is no sword rattler. He 
*aid in an interview that he does 
not believe another war is im m i­ 
nent. “ W e won’t start a war and 
we won’t start a preventive war,” 
he said.

Stump said the pilots had been 
instructed to be "alert and re­ 
strained.” and if necessary, “ quick 
on the trigger.”

In 
other words, you don’t have to 
wait to get your head blown off to 
shoot back.”

IN SWEDEN 


Prisoners 
Are Given 
4 Vacations 
By GUSTAV SVENSSON 


STOCKHOLM (JP) — In Swe­ 
den the prisoners get four vaca­ 
tions a year. 
Prison rules here are perhaps 
the most liberal in the world. 
Swedes call it “the modern way” 
of treating prisoners. 
Felons have four annual leaves 
of three days each. They cannot 
go outside a certain area, can­ 
not get drunk or start brawling, 
and must return 
in 
72 hours. 
Otherwise they are on their own 
—with the 
equivalent 
of 
$5 
earned at work in prison. 
Violators of leave rules can be 
punished by 30 days in solitary 
confinement. From 10 to 20 per 
cent cf the leave takers break 
the rules, but no prison plans to 
abandon the vacation procedure. 


WARDEN G unnar Rudstedt of 
Langholmen Prison says the re­ 
sponsibility of the vacation ex­ 
erts a good effect and has “re ­ 
duced 
the 
sexual 
aberrations 
th at occur in every prison.” 
Eight years ago Sweden adopt­ 
ed a policy of treating prisoners 
“with due respect for their h u ­ 
m an dignity." Inm ates occasion­ 
ally receive their wives in pris­ 
on room«. Girl« studying social 
welfare at a 
university go to 
Uppsala Prison to play chess and 
table tennis with prisoner« oj to 
lead discussions on religion or 
ethnic«. Authorities say the pris- 
ethics. Authorities say the pns- 
prison dances. 
There’s a 
novel 
“cure” 
for 
prison breakers. They are sent 
to institutions without walls or 
fences. There are fewer breaks 
from these places than there are 
from walled prisons. 


TOWARD THE end of their 
terms some of the men take up 
work at regular wages outside the 
institutions, returning to their 
bases only for sleep 
or 
“free 
time.” 
With a population of seven 
million, Sweden has about 3000 
prisoners. Only 60 or 70 of them 
are women. The 1946 legislation 
setting up new rules for their 
treatm ent abolished confinement 
in locked cells in daytime. The 
prisons are, in effect, workshops 
for state institutions. They make 
letter boxes, furniture and car­ 
pets. 
Most authorities seem to feel 
the system helps ease prisoners 
back into society, with substan­ 
tial benefits.

ings, it is amply evident that 
Sen. Arthur V. Watkins, the el­ 
derly, white-haired, former judge 
from Utah, is guiding the inves­ 
tigation of the censure charges 
against Sen. McCarthy with a 
firm and judicial hand. 
He has had to use the gavel 
a few times, but he hax used it 
to enforce decisively the proce­ 
dural rulings of the commitee 
and to keep the testimony and 
the argument centered on the is­ 
sues under inquiry, not on points 
of disorder. 
It looks as though he would be 
successful and th at will be a leg 
up for the integrity and orderli­ 
ness of Congressional investiga­ 
tion. It is a far cry from the 
nightmarish meanderings of the 
Army-McCarthy fracas. 


THUS FAR Sen. McCarthy and 
his lawyer

Business representatives have 
taken the proposal up with Gov­ 
ernor Goodwin J. Knight, who 
reportedly is giving the matter 
serious consideration. 


The proposal will be placed be­ 
fore the state Senate Committee 
on 
Governmental' Re-organiza- 
tion when it meets here Friday. 
The committee is headed by Sen­ 
ator Hugh P. Donnelly of T u r­ 
lock. 


BRIEFLY, some business and 
labor interests alike feci that the 
present organizational set-up of 
the departm ent is not conducive 
to the best administrative m eth­ 
od obtainable. 


Under present laws, the Cali­ 
fornia Employment Commission,

Bent Twig

age. Kenneth Roberts, who has 
written many popular historical

Henry 
Gross, 
a 
retired 
Maine game warden, handles the 
dowsing rod. 
Their activities and claims have 
brought a storm of skepticism and 
criticism 
from 
geologists 
and 
scientists. 
“They think we’re crazy.” Rob­ 
erts says. “ But they won't look at 
us. We've been turning up water 
all over the United States.” 
Roberts agrees with geologists 
and enginers that the extra sense 
he claims for a good dowser is 
whoiiy fantastic and unex plain - 
ablt. “ We only 
disagree 
when 
«they) 
contend 
that it cannot 
exist and therefore should not be 
investigated and put to use.” 
Roberts has written two books 
about water dowsing. 
A dowsing rod in the hands ol 
• competent dowser, only works 
on 
flowing 
underground 
water, 
he says. 
This excludes motion­ 
less deposits, such as are punc­ 
tured by artesian wells. It means 
underground rivers, sheets, veins 
and domes. 
The rod, Robert claims, points 
not only to water veins and domes 
over which the dowser is stand­ 
ing,

sources 
at 
great distances from the dowser. 
Gross, who travels 50.000 miles 
a year doesn’t like to search for 
water

New Highway Opens Up Virgin 


Wilderness In Sierra Nevada 


SACRAMENTO i/P) — A brand; 
new 
mountain 
highway—hacked 
out mostly through virgin wilder­ 
n ess-w ili

Sunday. 
It lies between the Al­ 
pine and the Mono County seats 
of Markleeville and Bridgeport. 
The formalities will take place 
at, the Alpine-Mono County line 
with supervisors from both sides 
*nd 
a 
representative 
of 
Gov. 
Knight participating. 
Built over 
tortuous 
mountain 
terrain, the 
1 7 -mile road ex­ 
tends from U S. 395 north of Cole- 
rille in Mano County, to the Eb- 
bets Pass highway, just south of 
Markleeville. 
Its greatest value will be to pro­ 
vide an easier access from South- j 
ern California to resort areas like 
Lake Tahoe and Markleeville. 
Up to now the only way to get 
from 
Markleeville to Bridgeport 
was on a V-shaped route via Gard- 
nerville. Nev.. 27 miles longer than 
the new route which has been 
designated as State Highway 89.

Completion of the new highway 
finally carries out a mandate of 
the 1909 Legislature w ich directed 
in the Highway Act th at year 
that all county seats must be con­ 
nected by highway routes. 
One of the few completely new 
California highways built in re­ 
cent years, the road wends through 
15 miles of formerly virgin coun­ 
try—accessible only on horseback 
until recently—and skirts Levia­ 
than Peak, which stands almost 
9,000 feet. 
The two sparsely-settled coun­ 
ties 1950 population: Alpine 241,; 
Mono 2,115 began in earnest in j 
1950 to plug for the road. 
Acting jointly, the two counties 
combined 
federal aid

own and technical assistance from 
the State Division of Highways to 
carry on the needed surveys and 
early work.

But 
for th e 174 u rban counties, which 
account for nearly h alf the n a ­ 
tion's population, a "m an ag erial” 
form of governm ent is needed. 
“This w’ill require the establish­ 
m en t of a representative and re- 
vsponsible county legislative body,

Amateur 
Quick To 
Spot Quake 


Bv NORMAN BELL 


SAN DIEGO (A*)—Now that Fred 
Robinson has retired, earthquake 
news is likely to be faster than 
ever. 
He is right on hand most of the 
time, day and night, to observe 
movements on the seismographs 
installed at his home. 
Even before his retirement from 
the San Diego Gas 
Electric Co. 
engineering department recently, 
Robinson was often first to give 
word to Tire Associated Press of 
an earthquake somewhere in the 
world. 
This was because he was able t o 
observe his instrument at such 
times as late at night and Sun­ 
days, when seismologists at uni­ 
versities were away from their 
laboratories. 
Now with his weekdays free. 
Robinson is in a position to ex­ 
tend what he considers a sort of 
public protective service to news­ 
papers and radios. 
An example 
occurred just last week. 
now IT WORKS 
On Tuesday, this message went 
from San Diego to Los Angeles, 
San Franciso and Reno AP of­ 
fices: “You got an earthquake? 
Fred Robinson recorded one at 
3:22:48, says seems to be coming 
from your direction. 
Suggests it; 
may be another Nevada distur­ 
bance.” 
Reno 
immediately 
confirmed 
that a light earthquake had been 
felt there and was reported heavier 
elsewhere. 
A story a few minute« later from 
Berkeley confirmed the earthquake 
apparently was centered In the 
Fallon, Nev., area, and was o f j 
considerable magnitude. 
Reno's story gave details of the 
rolling 
quake—the 
third 
heavy j 
chock in two months for the pla­ 
teau area of Northwestern Nevada. 


NO ONE AWARE 


In San Diego, where the news 


broke, no one but Robinson wm 
aware of the quake until he went 
to the telephone and notified the 
AP. 
Robinson, who was with the 
Utility company 27 years, became 
Interested 22 years ago in earth­ 
quakes. 
He communicated with 


Franklin Alrich, then head sies- 
mologist of the U. S. Coast Guard 
and Geodetic Survey. 
Alrich encouraged Robinson's in­ 
terest and he established his home 
laboratory in the Point Loma sec­ 
tion of San Diego. 
He built the 


two instruments with which he 
now keeps constant check on earth 
movements. 
SON COUNTS WHALES 


He remains an amateur but has 
cemi-official status with the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey as the out­ 
post seismological station for the 
southwestern comer of the coun­ 
try. 
There is no other seismo­ 
graph station to the south between j 
here and Mexico City. 
Robinson’s son, Donald, also has 
an interest in semi-official obser­ 
vations. 
He is with the National 
Park Service, in charge of Cabrel- 
lo National Monument at the Old 
Spanish Lighthouse on Point Lo­ 
ma. He adds to his official duties 
by helping count whales in their 
annual calving migrations down 
the coast and back.
